The  Royal  Ontario  Museum  Act  of  1947  brings  the  Museum  into  direct  relation- 
ship with  the  University’s  Board  of  Governors.  Dr.  Sidney  E.  Smith  announced  that 
Robert  Fennell,  K.C.,  Chairman  of  the  Museum  Board  has  been  appointed  a member 
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of  the  University’s  Board  of  Governors.  The  appointment  of  the  other  eleven  members 
has  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  Dr.  Smith,  the  Rt.  Hon.  Vincent  Massey, 
and  Lieut.-iCol.  W.  E.  Phillips  are  members  ex-officio.  The  others  are  Henry  Borden, 
Dr.  Edward  Johnson,  Beverley  Matthews,  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  H.  J.  Cody,  Dr.  Sigmund 
Samuels,  Mrs.  H.  D.  Warren,  Prof.  M.  B.  Baker,  representing  Queen’s  University  and 
Dean  F.  Landon  representing  the  University  of  Western  Ontario. 

Prof.  Harold  A.  Innis  has  been  highly  honoured  by  Oxford  University  in  being 
chosen  to  deliver  the  Beit  Lectures  this  year.  This  Lectureship  was  established  to 
provide  the  first  comprehensive  and  authoritative  study  of  the  economic  history  of 
the  Empire,  and  once  every  four  years  an  outstanding  economist  delivers  six  public 
lectures  on  the  subject.  Prof.  Innis  also  will  deliver  the  Cust  Foundation  Lecture  at 
the  University  of  Nottingham  while  in  England. 

It  is  announced  from  London  that  fellowships  in  the  Royal  College  of  Obstetricians 
and  Gynaecologists  of  England  have  been  awarded  to  Dr.  Donald  M.  Low,  Dr.  J.  R. 
McArthur,  and  Dr.  W.  A.  Dafoe,  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  University.
